NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 30th September, 2004 

Ref.: Ministry of Home Affairs’ Notification No. S.0.603(E) dated 17-9-1991 

S.0. 1071(E). —Whereas Tirap and Changlang districts of Arunachal Pradesh were declared as disturbed areas 
under the Armed Forces (Special Powers) Act, 1958 w.e.f. 17-9-1991 vide this Ministry’s Notification referred to above, as, 
in the opinion of the Central Government, the said districts were in such a disturbed and dangerous condition that the use 
of armed forces i n aid of civil power was necessary, and 

2. Whe reas in a statement filed before the Hon’ble Supreme Court, the Government of India had stated that all 
current notificati ms regarding declaration of “disturbed areas” under the aforesaid Act, would be reviewed within a period 
of three months fi om 20-8-1997; 

3. The situation was last reviewed in March, 2004 and vide Notification bearing S.0.437(E) dated 31st March, 
2004, it was decided to extend the tenure of the declaration of Tirap and Changlang as ‘ disturbed areas’ upto 30-9-2004. A 
further review of the law' and order situation inTirap and Changlang dis tricts has since been undertaken. These two districts 
of Arunachal Pn idesh continue to be in the grip of insurgency, with an ongoing turf war between two factions of National 
Socialist Counci of Nagaland (NSCN), who apart from striving for domination, are also indulging in unlawful activities. 
Consequent to cl 3sure of its camps in Bhutan, United Liberation Front of Assam is also reported to be using bases in these 
two districts to make forays into Assam. Reports also confirm the presence and movement of Arunachal Dragon Force 
(ADF), National liberation Front of Arunachal Pradesh and National Democratic Front of Bodoland (NDFB) cadres in Tirap 
and Changlang districts of Arunachal Pradesh. The sustained counter-insurgency operation by the Security Forces and 
steps taken by ths State Government has brought down the level of insurgency. The Central Government feels that these 
efforts not only need to be sustained but intensified. 

4. In the light of the above, the Central Government is of the opinion that the situation in Tirap and Changlang 
districts is dislurl >ed and that conditions exist for the use of armed forces in aid of civil power. It has, therefore, been decided 
that tile notificati'm dated 17th September, 1991 of tliis Ministry mentioned above, will remain in force upto 31 st March, 2005 
unless withdrawn earlier.
